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Fact Sheet: ARNORTH COVID-19 Operations in Texas and California 

 
U.S. Army North, U.S. Northern Command’s Joint Force Land Component Command, oversees 
Department of Defense COVID-19 response operations in support of the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA). From July to September 2020, approximately 740 military medical and 
support personnel have worked alongside civilian healthcare providers, helping treat COVID-19 
patients in Texas and California as part of the whole-of-nation response to the pandemic. 
 
Texas 
 
In Texas, approximately 580 military medical and support personnel from the U.S. Army and U.S. 
Navy supported FEMA and the state in 15 hospitals in 10 cities:

California 
 
In California, approximately 160 military medical and support personnel from the U.S. Air Force 
supported FEMA and the state. The group, which is from the 60th Medical Group, 60th Air Mobility 
Wing at Travis Air Force Base, California, is designated U.S. Air Force COVID Theater Hospital 1 and 
split equally amongst eight hospitals in eight cities:

8. Harbor-UCLA Medical Center in Torrance from July 27 to Aug. 29
